Of course, 
Supt. .Miller didn't cive actual fig- 
ures stating: how many men were 
employed at the separation plant, 
how many extra Inspectors -were 
needed to see the eai1>age was sep- 
arated, etc, but be aoknowledgeB 
the city lost $900 fooling with the 
garbage gathering. Tor several 
months the houaeholders have been 
coaxed, cajoled and threatened into 
separating their garbage, forbidden 
to burn under threat of arrest, for- 
bidden to sell It to relSrtires or 
neighbors, and foKed to buy separ- 
ate pnils for wet and dry gwrbage. 
Now the public find:! that after all 
the trouble and inconvenience the 
"reform" admiuistialion is I,OSIN(;
